I tri i 
fb e sa m e th in g one#- and got she <#k I #- 
eause I used a semicolon where there 


Fairs had their origin in Europe. 


When cities and villages were few and 


far apart, and intercumniunication dan­ 


gerous, people had to purchase a yetr's 


supply in advance. 
Thus it was found 


most convenient to expose merchandise 


for sale at the largest gatherings of peo­ 


ple. 
They were early identified with 


religious festivals and often bore the 


name of the Saint in whose honor they 


were held. 
The ancient Greeks held 


them in conjunction with popular as­ 


semblies for political purposes. 
How­ 


ever. as population increased, difficul­ 


ties of traveling and transportation di­ 


minished, and the people found it more 


convenient as well as more profitable 


to buy their necessities from timo to 


time as they needed them instead of 


large quantities in advance. 
Conse­ 


quently, fain for the sale of goods de­ 


creased in numbers and 
importance 


with the growth of each country. These 


fairs had numerous privileges annexed 


to them and they afforded special facil­ 


ities for the disposal of goods. 
While 


commerce was burden« d with 
every 


kind of taxes and tolls, fairs had gen­ 


erally the advantage ol being free from 


imposts, and merchants who wished to 


b£ present at them enjoyed the protec­ 


tion of the government for their goo<D 


and persons.
